crop of last year. It was said, howev¬ 
er. oh what is bebeved to be reliable 
authority, that the aales committee bad 
left fbr New York to make diapoaition 
of the tobacco in tbe 19(i9 pool to the 
Amsricaa Tobacco Company. It is pret¬ 
ty gaheratly recognised by persons cog¬ 
nizant of trade conditions, that tbe trust 
has about reached the end of its present 
supply of tobaeco and that it fears the 
Bucceesof the Burley Society’s effort to 
pool the 1910 crop. The trust is afraid 
Uiat, If President LeBus and his asso- 
ciatoa are able to pool fifty per cent or 
more of the small crop grown this year, 
they may take it into their heads to ad¬ 
vance the price to 25 cents s pound or 
even higher, and that it would be better 
to take the pooled crop of 1909 at the 
price fixed by the Burley Society than 
to run the risk of a supply from the 
crop of 1910, already known and recog¬ 
nised generally as being deficient in 
quantity and quality. Kentucky tobac¬ 
co growers will await with interest re¬ 
ports fn.m the east in regard to tbe 
sale, for it vriU mean the circulatioa of 
more than $2(1.000,000 in cash money 
among the tobacco growers, merchants 
and bankers of the hurley belt."

KANSAS NEGRO 

Makes a Statement Regarding a 
Speech he Made Recenty i 
New York City. 


Scott Bond, the Arkansas negro, 
whose wealth, estimated on tbe taxea 
be pays, was recently reported as being 
$40,000, issued s statement in New 
York in which he explains just what he 
aaid to the Negro Business Men’s 
League, in an sddresa test week. "My 
actual statement,’’ be arrote, "was 
this: *I am an ignorant negro and I 
don’t want you all to expect me to talk 
as an educated man. Down in Arkan¬ 
sas they tax me $1.60 on every $100. or 
$1,166 per year, and a Httle arithmetic 
will show that this tax represents over 
$40,000. consisting of nineteen farms, 
which aggregate about 3,200 aersa, ren¬ 
ted to otner negroea, three cotton gina, 
live stock and a large concrete merch¬ 
andise store, well stocked and nearly a 
blick long. The records will show that 
my total wealth is about from $60,000 
$75,000.’ I further would like to 
state that I am proud of the word ne¬ 
gro because I beHeve that is oar right 
psme. I am also proud of the sooth. 
Her eoortesy to the negro ■ ia superior 
to that of the north, and I know from 
experience that the sunny South ia the 
real home for the negro.’’—Harrods- 
burg Herald.

FIGHTING THE

Favorite Remedy Recommeiided 
By a Colorado Agricul¬ 
tural CoNege. 


In BDite of the fact that a great deal 
of work has been done by experimewt 
atations on grasshoppera, no royal road 
to control haa yet been found. Each 
attack haa to be considered on its own 
merits and relief sought through ttes 


One of the favorite remedies isarsaa- 
ic bran mash. ’This ia made by mixuur 
one Donnd of white arsenic with Pk 
pounds of bran. The arsemc is so nsnr 
color of the flour m toe bran that it 
is not easy to tali when the mixuig la 
well done. To overcome this (fiffieuRy, 
the arsenic may first be colleetsdby ad- 
fling a httle dry paint. 

After the bran and arsemc are well 
mixed they aboold be moistened with 
water. Put.in just enoogfa to makethe 
particles stick together. This mixture 
Id be scattered where tbe graaa- 
boppers are the thickest If tha inseeto 
are mvsding a garden or potato paieb, 
it ia well to scatter the brui mash about 
tha borders. In the fields of alfalfa or 
grain, the bran should be acatterad 
where the graaahoppen congragato ou 
ditch banks and dry places. All the im- 
sects will not find and eat it, but many 
will, and often the ctop can be fairiy 
well protected. The writer baa nerar 
used this preparation against yaui« 
grasshoppers, but some farmen state 
the crow may be eomntetely pr^ 
tected by ita use, while otbara claim 
that they will not eat it 
Of coiirae. it anil not do to scattar 
thia subatence where diiekena will be 
likely to pick it up, and none of tha 
mixture mnat bd left where domeatle 
animals are apt to get it or be fed from

Cheyenne, Wyo., Aug. J7. — When 
Colonel Roosevelt stepped from the 
train at Sioux Falla at 10:36 this morn¬ 
ing he was greeted with the character- 
lotic yell of the range given by a 
thousand cowboys and oowglrla who 
were on hand to act aa an escort to 
the distingulahed vialtor. The shout, 
ao familiar to him in days of old, made 
him laugh aloud tn glee, and he grasp¬ 
ed the handa of every one who could 
get near enough to him. 

Mr. Rooserelt'a visit and the speech 
he delivered later in the day formed 
the enlnunetlon of the annual Frontier 
Daya celebration wuleh had attracted 
to the city thousaads of persons from 
all jiarts of the west and a large num¬ 
ber of tonrlsta from more distant see- 
tlona of the country. 

Colonel Roosevelt's Speech. 

Out In the open air, under the bine 
aky, a vast crowd aaaembled to hear, 
the former president apeak, and It' 
heaid one of the moat Important 
speeches he has made since leaving 
the White House, qia address was aa 
follows: 

Whan, at tbs does of my hunting trip 
In AMca. I raschod tbs borders of dvIU- 
aatloa. tha llrst Invitation I acesptsd was 
this, to visit the capital of Wyoming on 
the day when the people of the frontier

It is now nllegcd that this 
disease, more than any other one 
thing, is responsible for the shortage 
of wool for the past few years. Every 
sheep raiser In this section will be 
coiiipeUcd to dip bis flocks during the 
fall months in an cCort to sump out 
the disease.

NOTED EDUCATOR DEAD. 


Now York.—The recent retirement 
of George Westlngbouse, for nearly 
twenty-five years head of the Weating- 
houae Electric and Manufacturing 
company, recalls the career of thia 
Napoleon of invention. ' 

For many yeara the name of George 
Westlnghouse has been a name to 
conjure with. The man has been a 
modem fulfillment of the Aladdin 
lamp Idea. Everything he rubbed 
with his inventive genius became a 
wonder article; everything be touched 
turned to gold. First It was the fam¬ 
ous air brake, that great appliance by 
which "he saved more lives than 
Napoieon lost in aU bis battles.” Then 
it waa the system of operating rail¬ 
way signals and switches by com- 
preeaed air; after which came the In- 
^ candescent lamp, the gas engine, the 
steam turbine, electrical motors and 
machines by the score, and a thousand 
other inventioaa that placed Mr. 
Westlnghouse at the time of hie re¬ 
tirement in control of the largest ag- 
Kfegatlon of patented appliances In 
the world. Fifteen thousand patents 
are filed away in bis strong box. His 
actlvlUee circle the globe: there are 
Westlngbouse plants in Russia. Can¬ 
ada, Great Britain, Germany and 
France. His parent plants are of 
course in or near PltUburg, more es- 
oecially Wilmerdlng. 

To condense the career of this man, 
who ranks with Watt, Stephenson, 
Morse and Whitney, into a paragraph 
or two, the biographers tell us that he 
waa bora at Central Bridge, Schoharie 
county. New York, on October 6, 1846. 
A decade later his parents moved to 
Schenectady, where his father became 
in time connected with the prosperity 
class as owner of certain agricultural 
works. The tinkering son divided hla 
attention between the school and the

Born in Randolph county, Missouri, 
January 27, 1828, he came to Ken¬ 
tucky, entering Georgetown college as 
a student In the spring of 15.32, and 
took his A. B. degree with the hon¬ 
ors of his class In 1854. He became 
princl^l of the academy, the prepara¬ 
tory or high school department of the 
college, in 1856.

that they will stand wear. Moisture 
doesn’t do them any permanent harm. 
On the other hand the willow plums 
cannot be guaranteed to wear. Those 
In black are especially fragile, some 
thing in the dye causes them to come 
untied or to break off when the ali 
is damp. The white and light colon 
wear better than black. 

When one does not need to think of 
economy there are beautiful effects to 
be wrought out by using plumes with 
pieced fiuea, which are well worth 
the price. 

Three fall haU are Illustrated he/e 
showing the simplicity and richness 
of oatrich used for trimming. They 
are mounted in groups of three or 
more toward the back of the hat as a 
rule. Nothing else is needed on the 
shape and the addition of a band and 
bow about the crown la a matter of 
choice, for a shape bearing a full tuft 
of plumes is amply trimmed.

In a short time the Invention 
was In universal use and bad revo¬ 
lutionized railroading, aa locomotivea 
could be conatrncted that would traval 
at a high rate ot speed, so long aa 
they bad that little lever in the cab, 
which by a single turn of the en¬ 
gineer's wrists would bring the train 
to a standatill in half Its length. In 
the United SUtes all railroads are 
compelled by law to use the device, 
and thia was adopted by congress 
and everywhere around the great 
curve of the world the ''whistle of 
Westlngbouse” air brake is heard. 

His first prominence in electricity 
came with hla purchase from Gaulard 
ft Gibbs of alternating - electric cur¬ 
rant patenu. This waa In 1886. and 
he met great opposition from public 
sentiment in trying to perfect and in¬ 
troduce this ayatem for lighting and 
power making. At the time of tha 
Chicago world's fair In 1893 be re¬ 
ceived the contract for lighting by 
making a bid of f1.000,000 undar 
others.

Shows How Air Is Pumped From Building ai 
All Times. Regardless of XMrection in 
Which Wind Is Blowing

The usual method of stable ventilv 
tlon la to place flues with outlets ter¬ 
minating In a shaft through the roof 
and surmounted by a plain cupola or 
cover with a cap a foot or so above 
the opening. The idea In the latter 
case U that the wind wUl blow be¬ 
tween the cap and the top of the shaft 
as shown at B in the Illustration here¬ 
with, says American Agriculturist 
This method tends to Increase the 
flow of vitiated air from the sUble 
and thus aid the ventilaUon, pure air 
coming in from inlet flues placed at 
somewhat remote points from the out¬ 
lets. 

Whether this method is fully satis¬ 
factory is not certain, for at times 
when the wind la gusty the vitiated 
air is forced back into the stable in¬ 
stead of being drawn out, and often 
snow and sleet are drawn down the 
shaft. To overcome the uncertain 
working of this kind of shaft, as weU 
as other disadvantages of the plain 
cupola, the style of cupola shown at 
0 with sides opening in the direction 


ventllstion la concerned, the principal 
point Is the retention of wind force to 
assist In ventilation when only the ani¬ 
mal heat In the stable is available to 
produce ventilation. The assistance of 
the wind is of great service and should 
be taken advantage of as much as pos¬ 
sible. A method of securibg thia ad- 
vanuge is shown in the large picture 
herewith. As the ventilator shaft ter-1 
mlnates in a square, rather high cu¬ 
pola twice the slse of the shaft Open. 
Ings of reasonable slxe are made oppo 
site each other in the walls of this cu¬ 
pola and in line with the prevailing 
winds, as shown at a. Doors are made 
to fit these openings, connected as 
shown at b and bung from a crosspiece 
below the roof of the cupola. Near the 
bottom of the cupola are two or three 
holes about 1 inches In diameter d» 
pending on the siu of the cupola. The 
ventliator shaft as shown at c extends 
above these openings but terminates 
slightly below the larger ventilator 
openings.

We know that these worms come 
from the sheep to the lambs through 
the grass that Is eaten. We know 
that It takes a certain - time for the 
germs when dropped on the grass to 
develop enough to get to the lamh*- 
Tbat time is estimated to he from 
eight to 12 days. We know that the 
lambs are born tree from parasites. 
Ws know that it is possible to keep 
the mothers quite free from parasites 
before tbe lambs are dropped. 

By putting what facts we know to¬ 
gether we can readily see that it we 
■hange pasuirea frequently, say every 
eight to 12 days, we will lessen tha 
'lango' «( tbe lambs becoming la-

INFECTION IN THE PRISON 


Peculiarly Favorable Field Thera for 
the Spread of tha Seourgo 
«f Tubarculoai*. 


Only twenty-one prlaona in fifteen 
■tatea and territoiiea have provided 
■pecial placea for the treatment of 
their tuberculoala prisonera. Theaa in- 
■titntiona can accommodate, however, 
only 800 patlenta. In tbree-fourtha of 
the major prlaona and in pracUcally 
all the Jails of tha country tha tubar- 
culona prisoner is allowed freely to 
infect bis fellow prieoners, vary few 
restrictlonp being placed upon his 
habits.. When the congregate mode of 
prison Ufa is considered, the danger of 
infection becomes greater than in tha 
general population. New York and 
Masaachttsatta are the only states 
where any systematic attempt has 
been made to transfer all tuberculous 
prisoners to one central Institution. 
The largest prison tu)>erculoaia hospi¬ 
tal is in Manila, where accommoda¬ 
tions for ZOO prisoners are provided. 
The next largest is Clinton prison hoa- 
pttal in New York, which provides for 
160.

A correspondent from India writes that the 
BrltUh gunboats in tbe PersUn gulf bare been 
very active in suppressing the traffic in rifles and 
ammunition.

As a rule, when camels are entrained they are 
loaded on open trucks, but on this occasion It was 
thought advisable to make use of closed cars. 
The “OMts" strongly objected to being loaded, but 
with a.rope behind tbe hocks and a steady, per¬ 
suasive stniin on the nose rope they were ovent- 
ually hatilsd or pushed in. Once In the car the 
camels wete made to kneel down in the sand 
which bad oecn spread c.i the floor, their knees 
were then tied so that it was Impossible for them 
to straighten out (heir forelegs. 

The cars were each loaded with six camels, 
three in each end. facing Inward. The soaco la 
the middle was utilised for saddles and fodder for 
'he Journey. Two camelmen also traveled In each 
car. It may be remarked that Bratauis differ from 
moat people in that they do not notice that tbe 
camel has a particularly offensive odor. The 
camels bubbled and protested while being load¬ 
ed. but they soon settled down and began :o eat 
the fodder ;>ievlded for them. It took five hours 
to lead the first train of 120 camels. Only one 
camel that bad an unusually large bump could 
not be pushed through the door, and ho was 
trussed like a chicken and carried bodily in by

baa and QuIIoA Oman waa at tbe climax of its 
power and cororoerclal prosperity In the first half 
of the nliietdenlh. century, when tbe authority of 
the imams or sultans extended over tbe Persian 
territories of laristan and MogUtan, the islands ot 
Bonder Abbas, part of the coast ot Baluchistan, ::n(! 
the long strip of African coastland Including Zan¬ 
zibar. Mombasa -and Qutiba, together with tbe 
Island of 8o6otra. Thu present ruling family origi¬ 
nated in Yemen and waa first-established In tbe 
Unamate In tbe person of Ahme^ Ibn Said in 1741. 
The rise of the Wahabi power in Nedjed resulted 
In conslderiitilc loss of territory. In 1866, on the 
death of Sultan Said, hla possessiout were divided 
between his two sons, one receiving tbe African 
territories and the other Muscat, with the Persian 
possessions. These last were lost In 1875. Sultan 
Tbuwany, who succeeded lu Muscat, was asakssi- 
nated in 1866 by bis son Soltm, who reigned'but ■ 
short time, and was driven out by his uncle. Seyyld 
Felsal Ibn Tnrkl. The power of tbe Imam Is exer¬ 
cised very little beyond the capital. Muscat, the 
name of which la therefore probablyi better known 
in popular usage than that of tbe whole state.
